The  number  of  patients  admitted  since  the  opening 
of  the  Hospital  in  1910  is  2,185. 
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The  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  drawing 
attention  to  the  h'inancial  Statement  which  shows  that 
the  Income  has  been  slightly  in  access  of  Expenditure 
during  the  past  year.  This  is  mainly  owing  to  the  special 
efforts  to  celebrate  the  “  Coming  of  Age  ”  of  the  Hospital, 
and  the  Committee  sincerely  thank  all  those  who  organ¬ 
ised  these  special  efforts  as  well  as  all  who  annually  help 
the  Funds  by  means  of  Entertainments,  Socials,  Concerts, 
y/hist  Drives,  Dances,  etc.  (shown  in  Particulars  of 
Income).  In  addition  to  this  the  Endowment  Fund  has 
been  increased  £100  by  a  Legacy  under  the  Will  of  the 
late  Mr.  E.  H.  Goggs. 

Another  gratifying  feature  of  the  year’s  work  was 
the  huge  success  of  the  Linen  Guild  inaugurated  by  the 
Matron.  Over  70  ladies  joined  the  Guild  and  close  on 
300  articles  were  received.  The  linen  store  being  thus 
replenished  without  calling  on  the  Funds. 

The  Pound  Day  this  year  was  more  successful 
than  in  the  previous  year.  232  pounds  of  articles,  in 
addition  to  cash  donations,  were  contributed  and  the 
Committee  express  their  thanks  to  all  who  collected  or 
contributed  and  also  to  the  Wells  Tradesmen  for  allowing 
their  shops  to  he  used  as  depots  for  the  collection  of 
goods.  The  gifts  of  eggs  and  vegetables  at  intervals 
during  the  year,  as  shown  in  the  gift  book,  are  gratefully 
acknowledged. 

The  Committee  ha,V0  great  pleasure  in  again 
thanking  the  honorary  medical  staff  for  their  skill  and 
unfailing  attention  ;  the  Matron  and  her  staff  for  the 
excellent  manner  in  which  they  have  carried  on  their 
duties  ;  the  various  members  of  the  Wells  V.A.D.  who 
have  rendered  assistance  during  the  past  year  ;  the  Wells 
Bangers  for  their  work  in  repairing  the  Hospital  linen  ; 
and  other  voluntary  workers  for  their  valuable  help. 
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The  Committee  feel  that  the  financial  success  of 
the  year’s  working  is  due  in  no  small  measure  to  the 
energetic  work  of  the  Secretary,  whose  particulnr  care  of 
every  detail  of  the  administration,  and  anxiety  at  all 
times  to  further  the  interests  of  the  Institution  is  a 
marked  feature  of  his  work,  and  the  Committee  te’nder  to 
Mr.  Raven  their  best  thanks. 

Attention  is  drawn  to  the  substantial  amounts 
received  from  the  various  contributory  scheriies  and  the 
Secretaries  and  Collectors  are  assured  of  the  Committee’s 
appreciation  of  their  work. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  appeal  to  all  workers 
to  continue  their  efforts  in  various  directions  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Hospital,  in  order  that  its  useful  and  much 
appreciated  work  may  not  be  curtailed  owing  to  lack 
of  funds.
